TH E JULIAN MINES.

Following is an extract from a letter 
written by a prominent mining man of 
the Julian M ining District to a gentle­ 
man in the city who is interested in the 
m ineral industrits of our county: 
On acoount of the heavy rain and 
snow storms of th e past monfh I have 
lost m uch tim e at the mine.

two weeks before I cut the ledge, the 
metaliferous nature of the slato making 
progress slow, half a foot a day being a 
good average.

The workings referred to is a tun­ 
nel to tap the ledge at over 400 feet 
deep; the ledge above this tunnel baa 
produced over $150,000 from about 1500 
tons of ore, or an average of over $100 
per ton.

feet deep—the ledge opens out large and

for their work in a long tim e; the last 
checks ihat were issued to them were 
dishonored in every place. 
They now 
see ore enough of high grade to pay 
them their wages and th e back pay. 
The bullion yield of the mine has been 
forwarded to certain of its owners and 
tbe miners paid in dishonored checks. 
It now seems as if the miners intended 
paying themselves out of the m ine’s 
workings. 
Tbe Ready R elief mine looks splended 
The Daily boys ore now crushing the 
dam p of waste ore— th at being in the 
way—preparatory to running a tunnel 
to cut the ledge at a great depth; the 
waste is yielding $10 per ton.—[San 
Diego Son.

God, therefore, you hear them not be 
cause you are not of God. St. Jobn V lII, 
ohap. 48. 
How had tha Jew s merite» 
this severe reprobation? On this very 
oooaaion they had ii¿ crowd - early in tbe 
morning, hastened to listan to the words 
of Christ. How then justify tbe rigorou» 
judgm ent pronounced upon tbeui for 
refusing to hear the word of God. The 
d fficuity is easily solved. 
T he Jew s 
nad listened to the word of our Re 
deemer, but they had refused to profit 
by them; they had beheld his miracles, 
but they refused to yield to conviction. 
Their hearts had been visited by a 
thousand secret inspirations, but they 
still persist*din th eir blindness. This, 
their refusal to profit by the graces they 
had reoeived, was th e ciuse of the hard 
judgm ent pronounced agaiust them. The 
tone of severity employed by tbe meek­ 
est of men ia intended to convey to as 
an important lesson. 
The object is to 
give us an elevated idea of the graces we 
receive from God, and to inspire us with 
a salutary fear of being w m ting in our 
correspondence of them. 
Of all the doc­ 
trines which religion presents to mao, 
■ here is none of greater impoi^ance than 
that of Divine grace. 
Man is necessarily a dependent being 
in the order of nature as well as in the 
order of grace, by his own powers, by 
his exertion can -never perform a super 
natural act. 
By his own exertion he can 
never make his actions meritorious or ren­ 
der them worihy of eternal salvation 
He may possess every virtue in Un­ 
natural order, but if God mokes our 
actions meritorious in the supernatural, 
in the tnnltiiude of th£ saints who now 
surround the throne of Gbd, there is not 
o ie who does not owe to divine grace all 
ihe triumphs for whiob he is orowued. If 
they baa not been possessed of graoc 
their heroic deeds might have been re­ 
corded iu the perishable monuments of 
earth, but could never bava been in­ 
scribed on the pillars of the Heavenly 
Jerusalem. 
Couseqnently God must scud his grace 
too. And hence H e says wit* out mo you 
can do nothing. 
W ithout His grace we 
cannot take tbe least step towards at­ 
tainment of our eternal salvation. 
But 
if the dootrine’s grace is hambling to tbe 
pride of man, it is, oo the other hand, 
calculated to fill him w ith hope and con 
Holation. 
He, himself, assures th at He 
will support us by H ia grace, th at He 
will give us all the supernatural help 
that is necessary for as to w orkout onr 
salvation. By the death pf our Savior 
all the treasuries of mercy and grace 
were opened to^.us. 
The stream that 
flowed from tbe^wounds of our Savior 
bronght spiritual richea among us. How 
many are the graces we have reoeived 
through the efficaoy of the precious 
blood? In flfe sacramenta how com­ 
pletely are all our wants supplied. 
If 
we have offended our Heavenly Father 
ask forgiveness. 
Are we suffering much 
atUiotion, H e says in the sscram ents of 
life "Come to Me and I will refresh 
vqu.” N ot oontent w ith dying for us 
He would still be w ith us to support 
and encourage us, would daily renew 
tbe scene of Calvary ou our s ltirs. Even 
on the bed of sickness, even in the midst 
of the perils of deuth—when the whole 
world abandons as—God comes to OUr 
relief, provides us with support and 
strength and pours the balm of consol- 
a'ion into o u r dying bosoms. 
Even 
when you fl* d from God, when yon pro­ 
voked Him by sin, His meroy was iuces 
sautly calling yon to repentanoe. In the 
midst of your follies, did you ever feel 
emotions of apprehension and alarm?

When it was proposed a day o* two 
ago to declare the disease epidemio it 
wob stated that such a oeolaration would 
cause the city to lose $1,000,000 worth 
of trade a week.

the facts 
relating to the progress of tbe disease, 
whether it is declared epidemic or not, 
and the pablio learns nothing new from 
an official declaration with regard to it.

won Id serve 
to 
inform 
people of 
the extent

The 
policy of suppression, 
however, no 
longer prevails, even in the smaller 
cities. 
I t is deemed much the wiser 
plan to let the public know what tbe 
truth is in order that they may act in 
accordance w ith their own ideas of their 
duty and interests. 
Smallpox is a difficult disease, before 
it becomes epidemic, to deal with, be­ 
cause of the disposition of those in whose 
families it appears to conceal it. 
They 
dislike to out themselves off from their 
friends and acquaintances. 
In times of 
trouble they want sympathy and sup 
^ort more than ut any other time, and to 
aoiate themselves by the announcement 
th at they oannat be approached witn 
safety is a bard thing for them to do. 
Two m onths more cf oold weather 
m aybe expected in New York, andas 
smallpox is a oold weather disease it will 
claim many victims there if its present 
rate of inoreaae is m aintained until the 
warm w eather acts as a check upon it. 
T he penalty for conoeating smallpox 
oases ought to be a severe one.[—Ex

A FRIGHTFUL ACCIDENT.

Yesterday afternoon another horrible 
accident occurred a short distanoe from 
the Southern 
Pacific 
freight depot. 
Abqpt 6 o’clock in the afternoon M. 
Yager, a team ster fo ra brick yard here, 
was run over and killed by a sw itch en 
glue and two fUt oars. Tbe unfortunate 
man was about to leave this city for Or 
egon, and there seems to be bat tittle 
doubt but he lost bis life through his 
own carelessness. It appears from 
statem ent made by wituesses, th at tbe 
engine was backing dow n the track to­ 
ward th e freight depot and was pre< 
cecded by two flat oars. 
A street car, 
on whiob the unfortunate man was rid­ 
ing, waa rather near the Iraok, and some 
of th e 
passengers 
becoming afraid 
jumped off. 
Yager jumped ou tbe 
wrong aide, on to th e track, and was 
knifcked down by the flat car. 
When 
the horrified people wbo witnessed the 
accident ran to hti aid, it was found that 
the wheels of the two cars and tbe 
looomotive 
had 
out 
his 
body 
iito several pieces, strewing them several 
feet apart. T be engine was stopped as 
soou as possible, but the unfortunate 
man’s leap waa so tudden th at neither 
the brakem an nor the engineer had time 
to apply tbe brakes before the m an was 
knocked down. 
H ad he remained on 
tbe street car as did most of th e pas­ 
sengers, there would have been no ac­ 
cident. 
A nother account of the accident was 
that Yager was ou his wsy to tbe depot 
on foot, and seeing the train backing 
down the track hurried up to cross, but 
a street oar coming between him aad tbe 
crossing, he jumpied on tbe wrong side 
and was knocked down by th e flat car. 
W hichever way tbe accident occurred it 
appears th at the trainmen were not to 
blume in the m atter. 
The bell of the 
engine was riugiug, as is customary, and 
the train was goiug ut the ordinary slow 
rate of speed when crossing th e streets. 
The remains were taken in charge by 
Coroner M eredith, aud nn inquest will 
be held this morning. 
W hen they were 
iid out ou a slab it was eviden t that 
there was hardly a part of the body, ex­ 
cept tbe head, which had not been in­ 
jured by the wheels. 
Officer Botello a r­ 
rested tbe engineer, J . A. Heinman, and 
W. R. Smith, the tiremau, and Morris 
Thompson, tbe brakem an. T hey were 
charged with manslaughter, but were re­ 
leased iu their own oug>>izaoce upon the 
application of Gen, E. E. Hew itt, Divi­ 
sion Superintendent, who said he would 
answer for their appearance when w ant­ 
ed. 
Deceased was to have started for 
Oregon to-day, anti had no family except 
his second wife. 
He was about 6 0 years 
of age, but was in good health. 
He waB 
a member of the G, A. R ., aud in good 
standing.

1 again reached K a­ 
desh-barnea, but I said what is th e need 
of 
crossing now; 
I 
am doing well 
enough, and I will eujoy the day and 
make the must of it. 
I will live up to 
my income, take life easy and cross (he 
stream 
to-morrow. 
B at to-inorrow 
never oame, though the financial panic 
of 1872 did, a"d drifted me back, far 
back from Kadesh-barnea. 
Again I wandered ftr years in the 
wilderness until I finally dropped into 
juurnalism , end before I expected I wa- 
once inore before Kadeah barnea. Well, 
says I, there need be no great rush, 1 
have already a fine reputation as a 
writer, and am solid with my fellow- 
man. 
I can cross any time and reach 
th e promised land. 
But I did not cross 
all the same. 
I kept putting it off day 
by day, taking things easy and living 
on tbe strength of former aucceaa until 
the first thing I knew some o ther w riter 
had taken my place as a publio favorite, 
and when I fully realized my situation I 
found myself again in the wilderness, 
far away from Kadesh-barnea. 
W ill I 
ever reaoh K adesh-baruea 
again ? W ell, it is pretty hard to say, 
and even if I should will I have the good 
sense and strength of oháraoter to oioss 
over and take the advantage of the op­ 
portunity offered ? Ab, th at’s the ques­ 
tion. 
W ho has not been ta Kadesh-barnea 
some time in his life, yet how few have 
ever cro-sed over and taken possession 
of th e bright land beyond ? 
H T h ere goes a man now who onoe 
reached Kadesh-barnea, but iailed to 
cross. 
Never a man started out w ith 
such bright prospects. 
H e had money 
to back him in every enterprise and 
friends to encourage him in every effort, 
but when he reached Kadesh-barnea ho 
paused, and finally drifted backward 
and became a wanderer in th e wilder 
ness, and to-day, instead of being a 
m an of high standing and great wealth, 
he is an outcast on the face of the 
earth—a curse to hum anity and to him 
salf.

W ith this im plem ent excellent and very 
faet work may be done. 
A coal oil cau 
w ith a wire bail is useful to carry a sup 
ply of cutting*. W ith the bar the planter 
make* a hole in the cros*, places therein 
n cutting and passes down the bar about 
one inch from th e cutting, and presses 
th e earth thereto until it is perfect y 
firm, the second hole being carefully 
tilled. 
This is the usual way of doing 
tb e work. 
A better and surer one is the 
following: Let one man make the holes, 
a boy coming after plaoe a catting ir 
earth, a man or boy with a barrel of wa­ 
ter on a aled driye between tbe row* and 
C 
ir about one quart of w ater into each 
e, so as to carry in as much earth as 
poosible, 
The ground may be levelled, 
and the holes filled at leisure to prevent 
baking. 
Mr. Rose baa recommended fil­ 
ling with fine, dry sand instead of water, 
nnd hia method would answer qoite as 
well. 
Good planting is also done with 
■ long, narrow spado, opening the earth 
w ith the blade to a depth of twelve or 
fourteen innbes, pressing tq tbe front 
side so as to leave an opening behind, 
dropping in the cutting and allowing 'he 
earth to close in on the same ou the 
the withdrawal of the blade. 
The planting done, the tops should be 
cut off one or two buds above th e sur­ 
face. 
Tbe grouud must be nicely culti 
▼ated, all weeds suppressed and the 
earth stirred with 
tne hoe about the 
young plants. 
Suckers coming from un­ 
derground buds should be removed. 
8taking is not necessary the first year, if

GRAFTING t h e v i n e . 
I t is sometimes desirable to change 
the variety of the grape, and this may 
be done w ith very little loaa ot time, and 
w ith great gain in prolit. 
Vines are of­ 
ten barren, or the fruit ripens unseason­ 
ably, or a variety is not desirable for 
the purpose intendtd, in any of which 
caaes it is easy to have wbat is want, d 
by grafting. 
Perhaps you have some 
precious aud costly variety and wish to 
m ultiply cuttings rapidly; you can do 
th is by outting off a few old stocks ami 
ioserling scions of the kind desired. 
Tnis is done w ith so much ease and cer­ 
tainty, and the results are so beneficent, 
th a t the wonuer is that our people, who 
ore so progressive in everything else, 
have not more generally grafted the 
vine. 
Besides the time is not distant 
when the phylloxera will make its ap­ 
pearance amoi gat us and we shall need to 
re-stock oar vineyards with resistant 
vines 
It is a great mistake to suppose 
that Mission vines are resistant to this 
peet. Tbe roots of both Mission and 
M uscat are so soft and porous th at they 
will be the first attacked. 
The root 
wood of Malvoiae is very hard and will 
be apt to resist the attacks of the insect 
much longer than any vine we have. 
T he only safety, however, is in providing 
ourselves with an ample stock of resist­ 
a n t cuttings by graft 
u d o u some old 
vinos. 
C alifornia, tbe wild vine of our 
mountain valleys, will probably suit us 
best. 
W ith these we can quincunx onr 
vineyards, graft them with tue best vari­ 
eties when the stocks are one or two 
years old, and in the spring ot the sec 
ond or third dig up and make firewood 
of the old viues. 
Then we can laugh at 
phylloxeru and have young vineyards of 
improved varieties. 
" In time of peace 
prepare for w ar.” 
Grafting is done by removing the earth 
around the old stocks down to the main 
lateral roots, cutting or B&wing ofi the 
same about two incbos above these 
roots, splitting the stum p left iu the 
ground and inserting in this cleft a scion 
of the desired kind; tbe split should be 
on one side of large stocks, if but one 
scion is to be used (one is better than 
two) and held open with a small wedge. 
In to this opening the scion is inserted 
about two inches of its length and bo 
th at its inner bark or cambium layer will 
correspond exactly w ith that of the 
stock.

If this ia well 
done no tying is needed.

The earth is 'hen filled in, great care ' 
ing used not to disturb the graft. 
A 
three-foot Blake should be set in at each 
vine for tying up the rampant growing 
young alioot. 
The w riter has bad M a­ 
tero grafts on one-year-old M uscat stocks 
moke a growth of tan feet in length, a 
diam eter of one inch and bear ten 
pounds of grapes the year of grafting. 
The tecond year they bore a full crop— 
more to the vine and acre than six-year 
old Missions or Malvoise. 
The time of grafting is a m atter of 
importance. 
The stock should be more 
developed than the scion to furnish an 
ample supply of sap. 
If these condi-. 
tions are reversed the graft will p u t forth 
its leaves and dry out for want of nour­ 
ishment.

O n e of the exigent dem ands of the 
day is the distribution of the exception­ 
ally large surplus which is kept locked 
up in the treasury vaults.

more money per capita and for a 
more geuerous measure of the values 
of the products of the country. Not­ 
withstanding this self-evident propo­ 
sition a large num ber of the National 
banks are withdrawing their circula­ 
tion, and the Treasury surplus is al­ 
lowed 
to 
steadily increase. 
Mr. 
Cleveland’s adm inistration has done 
som ething to help the country by the 
issue of silver certificates of small 
denominations. 
The Fiftieth Con 
gress will be obliged to apply itself in 
earnest to the judicious disposition of 
the Treasury surplus and to tariff 
revision, revenue reduction and the 
other great needs of the country.

Tui»re county is > land of riohneas. It 
liea near the upper end of the great San 
Joaquin Valley, and in its 4,100,000 
aeres i* an empire of wealth. 
It Is 
bounded on the north and west by Fres­ 
no oouuty, coat by Inyo and south by 
K ern. Its population in 1880 was 11,­ 
281, and in 1887 eetimated at 21,000. 
T he asseeaed valuation of property woe 
then 15.204 777. 
I t ia now o v e rfllj- 
000,000. 
Its moat remarkable sucoesa ia 
owing to the subdivision of the land iuto 
small forme, mainly of 20 and 40 acres 
each, and the boring of artesian wells 
and the eonstraction of large irrigating 
canals. The immigration iuto this para­ 
dise for farmers is very great, and the 
popa lotion and w ealth of the county 
donblea at least in five years. 
Only a iew years ago before the grept 
Southern Pao'ifie Company sent its fly 
ing trains through this wondrous valley, 
the people lived frugally aa ia a new 
Aendie. 
. 
“ Where the rich est was poor. 
And the poorest lived In abundance." 
B at th e piotare has changed by rail 
way communications, and now the own­ 
ers of land are swiftly advancing to the 
rank of millionaires. 
Iu th e foothills 
oranges thrive well, and Tulare oranges 
took the first prize at th e citrus fair a 
San Diego last year. 
* 
No country on the fooe of earth can 
produce a greater variety of profitable 
crops th an the T ulare valley, including 
th e foothills and small valleys in the 
of th a t county. 
W heat, bar­ 
ley, oats, rye, Indian and Egyptian oorn, 
sorghum, millet, broomoorn, cotton,flax, 
qlfslfa, clover and other tame grasses 
are here to be found growing with as 
groat luxurianoe as oould be wished for. 
Vegetables, such os onions, luttuce, tur­ 
nips, parsnips, oarrots, beets and toma­ 
toes o»" be grown so aa to have them 
fresh every m onth in the ytor, while 
green oorn, peas, string beans, cabbage, 
melous, cucumbers, etc., are in the m ar­ 
ket from one to two monthfc earlier and 
from two to three m ouths later than in 
th e Bastera Btatee. 
Irish and sweet po 
tatoee are not strangers to the table at 
any season of the year, and of fruits no 
a hind of deciduous can be named that 
w ill not flourish there, and grapes grov- 
to marvelous size aud possess great 
sweetness. 
Some of the statem ents are 
deemed fabulous by those who never 
saw Tulare grapes on the vine. 
From a 
soil 100 feet deep the vine makes an 
astonishing grow th. 
A single sDecimen 
raised by B. F. Moore is a surprising 
illustration of the productiveness of the 
soil of Tulare. 
M r. Moore gathered 
from a four-year old vine of Muscat 
grapes 300 pounds of fruit. Ou one 
branch of this vine, only 12 inches in 
length, was a Bingle cluster that weighed 
21 pounds, and on another branch 17 
inohes long was another cluster that 
weighed 19 pounds. 
These specimen 
growths are well 
authenticated by various parties. 
The 
famous grapes of Eschol were nothing 
in comparison to those of Tulare, and 
the valley of the Nile, so celebrated for 
its fertility, is not for a moment to be 
compared to th at of Tulare county. 
Tw enty acres of land in the irrigated 
portion of Tulare county will yield more 
hay, make more beef, butter, cheese, 
and pork than any 100 aeree of farming 
land in Iowa or Kansas. Tulare Lake, 
in the western part of the county, re 
oeives the surplus 
waters not 
used 
for 
irrigation. 
W ater in abundance 
comes out ot th e grand soow-covered 
Sierra Nevada mountains on the east, 
and flows through this opulent laud, 
bringing fertilizing material through all 
the year into this valley of happiness. 
Among the Btreama are the Kern, Kawea, 
Tule, W hite and Kings rivers, 
Deer, 
Klk, Outside, Cameron and Cross creeks 
la addition to these copious stream.-* 
there ore ‘200 flowing artesian wells, that 
supply a vast amount of w ater for irriga­ 
tion and domestic use. 
The soil is gen­ 
erally sandy loam, with here and there 
streaks of clayey soil and some adobe. 
The whole of it produces grain in abun­ 
dance that taxes the capaoity of ih< 
warehouses of Tulare Ciiy andtheT ulaie 
Mills to the utmost. 
Theme have a ca­ 
paoity of 750,000 bushels, and do, an 
enormous business.

vada gnow in profusion, the pine, cedar, 
fir, oak, alder aud sycamore. 
On as­ 
cending to the lofty heights beyond, 
where thunder sleeps and lightnings 
celebrate their birthday one of the most 
magnificent forests of the world ► tends in 
primeval grandeur. 
Hero stand the 
straight, symmetric 
sugar pino, the 
largest cedars in America, the invalu­ 
able fir tree, and the grandest of all the 
trees of earth, the sequoia gigantea, 300 
feet high and thirty feet iu diamoter. 
It will be remembered by the readers of 
tbe|HERALL> th at iu the giant sequoias of 
Tulare was cut the great tree in sections 
that was taken to th e Ceuteuuial fair iu 
Philadelphia in 1876, and astonished 
the world by its magnitude. 
I t required 
a large force of men th irty days to 
throw down the grand ol<t tree which 
was born before Moses and Joshua, and 
paid no honors to Metbus ileh’for hiB 
seniority. 
I t is estimated th at the tin • 
her of Tulare is w orth ten billions ot 
dollars. 
Iu the deep shades of these 
mountain forests the grizzly and cinua 
mon bear find a home, while the *nouu 
tain lion, the puuma, lynx and deer 
claim i i as a place of pleasant abode. 
The stream s and the lake of Tulare are 
atooked with large and luscious fish. 
The county of Tulare is so exceeding­ 
ly rich in agricultural products that bu 
little has been doue in m ining in the 
mountains, although there are valuable 
mines of gold and sliver in this part of 
the State. 
The field and the forest 
have been so rew srding that the settlers 
hsve preferred to get a living from 
these sources rather than undertake the 
more robust business of mining.
